Kerner, 64, was the first 
active member of the U.S. 
Court 
of 
Appeals 
ever 
convicted in a criminal trial. 
He and his codefendant, 
Theodore 
J. 
Isaacs, 
were 
found guilty of conspiracy, 
bribery, fraud and income 
tax evasion. Kerner was also 
was convicted of perjury and 
making false statements to a 
federal agent. 
The seven women and 
five men of the U.S. District 


Court jury had deliberated 
since Saturday for a total of 
16 hours before the verdict 
was returned at 12:45 p.m. 
EST. 
Kerner faces a maximum 
sentence 
of 
83 
years in 
prison and fines of $93,000. 
Isaacs, 62, who served as 
director of revenue under 
Kerner, faces a maximum 
sentence of 73 years and 
$73,000 in fines. 


Kerner and Isaacs were 
accused of accepting racing 
stock worth $300,000 for 
$50,000 
in 
exchange 
for 
insuring that certain racing

Kerner, a former U.S. 
attorney, a major general in

The shape of the new na­ 
tion’s developing political, social and eco­ 
nomic structure was to a very great ex­ 
tent defined in those early years by the 
continuing debate between the two pillars 
and poles of Washington’s Cabinet, Thom­ 
as Jefferson, the Democrat’s Democrat, 
and Alexander Hamilton, 
advocate of 
strong, even autocratic government. 
Even in the company of these greater 
intellects, 
Washington was indisputably 
master of his own government. He knew 
how to select brilliant men and to direct 
their efforts to the greatest benefit, mod­ 
erating but not muffling debate. Hard­ 
working, he was a master of administra­ 
tive detail. He built and he built well, so 
that when Jefferson, with a much more 
dynamic approach to government, be­ 
came president in 1801, he would point to 
Washington’s system as the model for his 
own administration. 
The presidency and the nation have 
changed much in the years since. But 
George Washington provided that firm 
foundation upon which later innovative 
presidents would build, and which could 
survive the inadequacies of weaker suc­ 
cessors. He established the power of the 
presidency, and of a people.

Mizzou struggles 
out of Big 8 race

Excellent hatching seasons in the past several 
springs have given Missouri’s woodlands a bumper 
crop of wild turkeys. Missouri hunters will have a 
two-segment turkey season April 24-29 and April 
30-May 6 with one legal bird permitted in each 
segment. 


The turkey hunting outlook for Missouri seems to be 
the brightest ever. 
Biologist 
John 
Lewis 
of 
the 
Department 
of 
Conservation is in charge of tab keeping on wild turkey 
productivity. He does it by getting reports of turkey 
broods seen. By averageing the number of poults per 
brood, he can come up with a year - by - year comparison. 
Warm and dry conditions for the last three straight 
turkey hatching seasons has been ideal for top turkey 
production. Missouri took 4,457 birds in the spring of 
1972, a jump of 55.6 per cent from the year before. 
Hunter numbers also jumped from 12,313 in 1971 to 
20,094 in 1972, a 63 per cent increase. Hunter success 
usually is about 20 per cent in Missouri. 
Because turkeys, unlike deere, are harder to hunt with 
more hunters in the woods, Missouri had a season which 
opened on a weekday last year in an effort to spread 
hunting pressure out. 
Turkey production has had the benefit of more than 
just good hatching weather. Lewis feels hunter bags have 
not begun to equal the annual production, meaning that 
more birds are left each year to produce even more birds - 
a genetic snowballing effect. 
The 20 per cent hunter success ratio for turkey 
hunters in Missouri is a higher success ratio than many 
otherturkey hunting states. Only a few other states take 
more birds in the spring than Missouri. As a comparison, 
Arkansas hunters took only 2,158 birds in the spring of 
1972, an all time high

“There’s no question about it,” the irate manager of the 
supermarket told the judge. Her goose is cooked, we caught her 
redhanded.” 
“Maybe so,” conceded Ella, “but the fact is I’m a victim of 
circumstance for which, according to my doctor, I can’t be held 
accountable. I ’ve been undergoing change of life and the stress 
and strain that I ’ve been suffering have been terrible.

The judge held that when a 
woman goes through change of life and competent medical 
evidence supports the fact that the stress, strain and anxiety of 
it have caused a mental disability preventing her from being able 
to form a rational intent to commit larceny, she cannot be held 
accountable for walking out of a supermarket with a handbag 
stuffed with unpaid for chopped meat.

At a photographers’ gab ses­ 
sion recently, a couple of old 
ideas re-emerged, as true as 
ever. One was that there’s a 
great difference between cam­ 
era fans who “ take” pictures 
and those who “ make” pic­ 
tures. Then the idea was ex­ 
tended into the darkroom where 
someone at an enlarger can, 
with thinking, “ make” an en­ 
largement instead of merely 
making a print. 
The factor which separates 
one group from the other is the 
amount of thinking which goes 
into shooting pictures or mak­ 
ing enlargem ents. Many 
people, with a camera in their 
hands, are just button pushers. 
When confronted with any pic­ 
ture situation, they snap away 
without noticing the back­ 
ground or the foreground or if 
the lighting will improve by 
waiting a few seconds or shift­ 
ing their position. 
In some cases, of course, all 
the elements may be perfectly 
fine and a great snapshot is the 
result. And in emergencies or 
when events are happening 
spontaneously, there is no ques­ 
tion but that “ shooting from the 
hip” is the only thing to do to 
get any picture at all. 
However, in most picture- 
taking situations, the photogra­ 
pher who studies the scene and 
selects a camera angle because 
it eliminates a distracting back­ 
ground or minimizes an unnec­ 
essary foreground or provides 
better illumination, is “ mak­ 
ing” pictures. His results are 
more likely to be consistently 
better pictures. 
In the darkroom, making con­ 
sistently better enlargements is 
also a matter of thought. This is 
a pet topic for Harvey Weber, 
director of photography at 
Newsday of Garden City, N. Y., 
who knows his way around a 
darkroom. He says you can take 
an average negative and make 
an above-average enlargement 
from it ... with a little extra 
effort. 
On the whole, he feels, the 
first area for improvement 
would be in making darker 
prints. Except for special mood

effects in high-key or low-key 
pictures, the deeper the tones of 
the image — while retaining 
necessary details and highlights 
— the more pleasing the print 
will be. 
Another general suggestion is 
to darken slightly all four edges 
of the print. The dark edges 
give the picture more unity and 
also lead the eye to the center 
of the print. The effect is ob­ 
tained by moving the fist in the 
center of the picture during the 
exposure thereby giving a few 
seconds of extra exposure to the 
edges. 
Darkening top edges is espe­ 
cially helpful if there’s a large 
expanse of white sky in the 
picture. The deeper tone can 
gradually diminish until it is 
white just above the horizon. 
The effect is accomplished by 
“ dodging” during the exposure 
... that is, by holding back the 
light from the center and 
“ burning in” the edges. 
Prints are often improved by 
being printed on paper of one 
grade higher contrast. They are 
snappier, more dramatic and 
look somehow sharper. If in 
doubt, try a higher contrast pa­ 
per and check both prints in 
normal light. Each print should 


get full development or, if any­ 
thing, a bit longer. The results 
are far better than an over­ 
exposed print which comes up 
fast and must be snatched out 
of the developer quickly. 
Of course, don’t overlook a 
basic precaution like having the 
developer at its recommended 
temperature. If it isn’t, it’s 
more difficult to get the best 
results from a negative. 
There are times when en­ 
largements can get amazing 
visual improvement by “ burn­ 
ing in” areas of the prints that 
contain unwanted details. Dis­ 
tracting highlights and messy 
objects can virtually be elimi­ 
nated or toned down by printing 
in those areas on the dark side. 
A tiny penlight is a useful ac­ 
cessory at such times but it 
must be carefully aimed and 
timed to achieve the proper re­ 
sults. 
Weber’s conclusion is that 
photo fans don’t take full ad­ 
vantage of the complete tonal 
range capability of their en­ 
largement papers and that 
more artistic pictures can be 
achieved from their negatives 
if they give more time and 
thought to “ making” each 
print.

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Excellent hatching seasons in the past several 
springs have given Missouri’s woodlands a bumper 
crop of wild turkeys. Missouri hunters will have a 
two-segment turkey season April 24-29 and April 
30-May 6 with one legal bird permitted in each 
segment. 


The turkey hunting outlook for Missouri seems to be 
the brightest ever. 
Biologist 
John 
Lewis 
of 
the 
Department 
of 
Conservation is in charge of tab keeping on wild turkey 
productivity. He does it by getting reports of turkey 
broods seen. By averageing the number of poults per 
brood, he can come up with a year - by - year comparison. 
Warm and dry conditions for the last three straight 
turkey hatching seasons has been ideal for top turkey 
production. Missouri took 4,457 birds in the spring of 
1972, a jump of 55.6 per cent from the year before. 
Hunter numbers also jumped from 12,313 in 1971 to 
20,094 in 1972, a 63 per cent increase. Hunter success 
usually is about 20 per cent in Missouri. 
Because turkeys, unlike deere, are harder to hunt with 
more hunters in the woods, Missouri had a season which 
opened on a weekday last year in an effort to spread 
hunting pressure out. 
Turkey production has had the benefit of more than 
just good hatching weather. Lewis feels hunter bags have 
not begun to equal the annual production, meaning that 
more birds are left each year to produce even more birds - 
a genetic snowballing effect. 
The 20 per cent hunter success ratio for turkey 
hunters in Missouri is a higher success ratio than many 
otherturkey hunting states. Only a few other states take 
more birds in the spring than Missouri. As a comparison, 
Arkansas hunters took only 2,158 birds in the spring of 
1972, an all time high

At a photographers’ gab ses- I 
sion recently, a couple of old | 
ideas re-emerged, as true as 
ever. One was that there’s a 
great difference between cam­ 
era fans who “ take’’ pictures 
and those who “ make” pic­ 
tures. Then the idea was ex­ 
tended into the darkroom where 
someone at an enlarger can, 
with thinking, “ make” an en­ 
largement instead of merely 
making a print. 
The factor which separates 
one group from the other is the 
amount of thinking which goes 
into shooting pictures or mak­ 
ing en larg em en ts. Many 
people, with a camera in their 
hands, are just button pushers. 
When confronted with any pic­ 
ture situation, they snap away 
without noticing the back­ 
ground or the foreground or if 
the lighting will improve by 
waiting a few seconds or shift­ 
ing their position. 
In some cases, of course, all 
the elements may be perfectly 
fine and a great snapshot is the 
result. And in emergencies or 
when events are happening 
spontaneously, there is no ques­ 
tion but that "shooting from the 
hip” is the only thing to do to 
get any picture at all. 
However, in most picture- 
taking situations, the photogra­ 
pher who studies the scene and 
selects a camera angle because 
it eliminates a distracting back­ 
ground or minimizes an unnec­ 
essary foreground or provides 
better illumination, is “ mak­ 
ing” pictures. His results are 
more likely to be consistently 
better pictures. 
In the darkroom, making con­ 
sistently better enlargements is 
also a matter of thought. This is 
a pet topic for Harvey Weber, 
director of photography at 
Newsday of Garden City, N. Y., 
who knows his way around a 
darkroom. He says you can take 
an average negative and make 
an above-average enlargement 
from it ... with a little extra 
effort. 
On the whole, he feels, the 
first area for improvement 
would be in making darker 
prints. Except for special mood

ening that area with extra exposure. 


effects in high-key or low-key 
pictures, the deeper the tones of 
the image — while retaining 
necessary details and highlights 
— the more pleasing the print 
will be. 
Another general suggestion is 
to darken slightly all four edges 
of the print. The dark edges 
give the picture more unity and 
also lead the eye to the center 
of the print. The effect is ob­ 
tained by moving the fist in the 
center of the picture during the 
exposure thereby giving a few 
seconds of extra exposure to the 
edges. 
Darkening top edges is espe­ 
cially helpful if there's a large 
expanse of white sky in the 
picture. The deeper tone can 
gradually diminish until it is 
white just above the horizon. 
The effect is accomplished by 
“ dodging” during the exposure 
... that is, by holding back the 
light from the center and 
“ burning in” the edges. 
Prints are often improved by 
being printed on paper of one 
grade higher contrast They are 
snappier, more dramatic and 
look somehow sharper. If in 
doubt, try a higher contrast pa­ 
per and check both prints in 
normal light. Each print should

get full development or, if any­ 
thing, a bit longer. The results 
are far better than an over­ 
exposed print which comes up 
fast and must be snatched out 
of the developer quickly. 
Of course, don’t overlook a 
basic precaution like having the 
developer at its recommended 
temperature. If it isn’t, it’s 
more difficult to get the best 
results from a negative. 
There are times when en­ 
largements can get amazing 
visual improvement by “ burn­ 
ing in” areas of the prints that 
contain unwanted details. Dis­ 
tracting highlights and messy 
objects can virtually be elimi­ 
nated or toned down by printing 
in those areas on the dark side. 
A tiny penlight is a useful ac­ 
cessory at such times but it 
must be carefully aimed and 
timed to achieve the proper re­ 
sults. 
Weber's conclusion is that 
photo fans don’t take full ad­ 
vantage of the complete tonal 
range capability of their en­ 
largement papers and that 
more artistic pictures can be 
achieved from their negatives 
if they give more time and 
thought to “ making” each 
print.
